AZALEAS 


Azaleas  can  be  moved  at  any  time  during  the  year,  but 
we  recommend  they  be  moved  before  they  come  into 
bloom,  that  is,  September  through  February,  In  doing 
this  you  will  have  the  benefit  of  the  flowers  the  first 
year.  Also  the  plants  will  have  become  established  in 
the  ground  before  the  summer  heat. 

We  are  offering  what  we  call  lining  out  stock  from  beds, 
which  are  only  for  growing  on,  and  should  be  planted 
after  danger  of  frost  is  over.  For  the  florist,  after 
Easter,  when  you  will  have  more  room  in  your  houses 
for  them.  These  plants  were  rooted  in  late  Spring,  and 
moved  to  our  beds  outside,  to  grow  and  make  good 
root  system  all  Summer  and  Winter.  They  are  far 
superior  to  most  pot  plants,  as  they  have  more  room 
to  develop  better  root  system.

We  are  growing  this  season  excellent  plants  of  this  size, 
having  gotten  an  early  start,  and  we  have  had  the  best 
growing  season  of  several  years.  We  suggest  that  you 
book  your  order  with  us  early,  and  let  us  ship  to  you 
whenever  you  are  ready  in  the  Spring.  We  are  pre¬ 
pared  to  protect  these  plants  during  the  Winter,  and 
will  harden  them  off  in  early  Spring,  so  that  you  will 
have  excellent  plants  for  your  use. 

Good  drainage  is  absolutely  necessary,  so  be  sure  that 
the  beds  for  the  plants  are  drained  well  before  plant¬ 
ing,  so  that  no  water  will  stand  in  them  at  any  time. 
The  beds  should  be  kept  moist  at  all  times,  but  not 
soaking  wet.  During  dry  weather,  watering  with  strong 
force  from  hose,  late  in  afternoon  is  better.  We  might 
also  add — do  not  be  too  sparing  with  good  soil  and 
fertilizer,  as  you  will  find  it  pays  in  the  long  run. 
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Azaleas  are  plants  that  can  be  planted  in  full  sun  or  in 
shade.  Partial  shade  is  ideal  for  growing  these  plants, 
as  all  of  our  small  plants  are  grown  In  the  lath 
house.  Larger  plants  can  be  planted  in  the  open 
field  if  proper  care  is  given  them,  and  you  will  have 
many  more  flower  buds,  but  the  flower  buds  will  be 
more  susceptible  to  frost  injury.  During  dry  weather 
they  will  have  to  be  watered  more  often,  and  will  have 
to  be  mulched  heavier.  The  plants  in  the  shade  will 
have  some  protection  from  the  cold  injury,  but  will 
have  fewer  flowers.  Kurume  varieties  will  bloom  more 
profusely  in  the  shade  than  the  Indices,  but  never  at¬ 
tain  the  size  of  the  latter. 

We  would  like  to  suggest  to  you  that  you  grow  more  of 
these  flowering  shrubs.  When  they  come  into  bloom 
in  the  Winter  and  Spring  months  you  will  be  amply 
rewarded  for  your  foresight  in  planting  these  plants. 
They  are  the  quickest  turnover  of  any  investment  you 
could  make,  and  are  so  easy  to  handle,  once  you  get 
the  “knack”  of  it.  Nothing,  to  our  mind,  is  more  beau¬ 
tiful  than  an  Azalea  Carden  in  full  bloom. 

AZALEA  INDICA 

These  Azaleas  are  for  the  most  part,  the  more  showy  of 
all  in  the  gardens  of  the  lower  South,  and  along  the 
Atlantic  coast  line.  They  are  ideal  for  landscape  work 
in  this  section,  in  that  they  make  nice,  thick,  green 
foliage  plants,  and  are  a  mass  of  color  in  late  Winter 
and  Spring.  They  require  no  pruning  after  they  get 
established  in  their  surroundings.  We  suggest  that  you 
use  them  more  extensively  in  your  work,  and  you  will 
have  the  thanks  of  your  customers  for  many  years  to 
come.  An  Azalea  in  bloom  is  all  the  advertisement  you 
need,  to  all  that  see  it,  to  sell  it  and  other  plants  to 
go  with  it. 

This  season  we  have  some  real  nice  plants  of  Indicas,  as 
we  have  pinched  them  many  times.  We  know  you  will 
be  well  pleased  with  our  plants  and  invite  your  in¬ 
quiries.

Elegance — Fast  growing,  light  pink  flowers  of  early  sea¬ 
son.  Thick  heavy  leaves  making  nice  shaped  plants. 
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Fielder’s  White — Excellent  grower  with  dark  green  hairy 
leaves.  One  of  the  best  whites  of  the  Indices. 

Fisher  Pink — Light  Pink,  blooming  about  the  same  time 
as  Pride  of  Mobile,  very  good  and  compact  grower. 

Formosa — Probably  the  fastest  grower  of  all  the  Azaleas, 
Also  the  largest  and  thickest  leaves.  Large  purple 
flowers  which  are  not  as  purple  as  Phoenicia. 

Indica  Alba — Upright  grower  with  light  green  hairy 
leaves.  Pure  white  and  probably  the  hardiest  of  all  In- 
dicas. 

Orchid — Fast  tall  grower  with  light  colored  leaves.  Flow¬ 
ers  are  light  orchid. 

Phoenicia — Dark  green  foliage  and  good  grower  with 
light  purple  flowers.  Very  good. 

President  Clay — Fast  upright  grower  with  orange  red 
flowers.  Blooms  in  mid  season  and  is  good  kind. 

Pride  of  Mobile — Fast  grower  with  large  leaves.  Growth 
is  similar  to  Formosa  and  nearly  as  fast  in  growth.  Flow¬ 
ers  are  of  beautiful  watermelon  pink,  and  is  probably 
the  most  popular  of  all  Indicas.  There  are  in  Mobile, 
Alabama,  plants  that  are  nearing  their  100th  birthday 
and  are  blooming  profusely  to  this  day.  At  the  height 
of  their  blooming  season  you  can  hardly  see  a  leaf,  the 
blossoms  so  completely  cover  the  plant.  Historians  tell 
us  that  we  have  had  the  Azaleas  in  Mobile  for  nearly 
two  hundred  years. 

Prince  of  Orange — Spreading  grower  of  orange  red.  These 
plants  never  reach  great  heights,  but  cover  the  ground 
and  make  a  wonderful  showy  mound. 

Salmon — Good  upright  grower  with  nice  salmon  flowers 
of  medium  size.  One  of  the  best  of  the  Indicas.  It  is 
known  by  all  nurserymen  in  the  South  of  “Daphne 
Salmon.”

HARDY  JAPANESE  AZALEA 

We  are  listing  here  what  is  the  most  hardy  of  all  Azaleas 
that  we  grow  successfully  in  this  section.  We  are  list¬ 
ing  these  separately  in  order  to  make  it  more  simple 
for  ordering.  These  Azaleas  can  be  grown  in  a  wide 
section  of  the  country,  and  should  be  found  in  every 
nursery  that  cannot  grow  the  Indicas.  We  urge  that 
you  grow  some  of  them  if  you  are  not  already  growing 
them. 

These  are  not  dwarf  growing  types  as  the  Kurume,  but 
are  not  as  large  growers  as  the  Indicas.  They  can  be 
had  in  a  variety  of  colors. 
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Hardy  Firefly — F  iery  red  single  flower  of  good  size. 
Plant  is  good  compact  grower.  Good  variety. 

Hinomayo — Upright  grower  with  light  colored  leaves  and 
very  pleasing  light  pink  flowers.  This  variety  is  ideal 
for  making  solid  bed  of  Azaleas,  as  planted  In  this 
manner  they  are  much  showier  than  some  of  the  others. 

Keampferi — The  hardiest  Azalea  that  we  grow.  It  is  fast 
upright  grower  with  large  size  flowers  of  rose  color. 
This  Azalea  will  stand  the  cold  of  Boston  without  any 
protection. 

Macrantha  Double  Flowering — Compact  grower  with 
small  leaves  and  large  hose  in  hose  flowers  that  are  as 
large  as  most  Indica  varieties.  Color  is  beautiful  shade 
of  rose. 

Macrantha  Orange — Small  narrow  leaves  and  orange  red 
flowers.  This  is  dwarf  grower  and  very  good.  6-8”.

KURUME  AZALEAS 


This  is  possibly  the  most  popular  group  of  Azaleas,  as 
they  have  such  a  wide  use.  They  are  the  easiest 
moneymaker  of  any  pot  plant.  They  are  easy  to  grow 
and  if  not  disposed  of  first  season  they  will  only  add 
in  value  for  the  next.  One  plant  In  a  pot  will  make 
a  nice  show,  and  is  sure  to  please  your  customers.  For 
outside  planting,  they  will  stand  more  cold  than  the  In¬ 
dica  variety,  and  can  be  planted  outside  in  almost  all 
sections  of  the  Southern  states,  and  even  farther  North 
with  little  protection. 

They  are  very  easy  to  handle  in  the  greenhouse.  When 
you  get  them,  pot  up  in  acid  soil,  using  good  part  of 
peat  moss,  and  place  in  moderately  warm  house  and 
spray  with  strong  force  of  water  frequently.  This  will 
tend  to  keep  down  red  spiders  and  thrips.  They  will 
come  into  full  bloom  in  from  50  to  75  days,  depend¬ 
ing  on  time  ordered. 

Our  4-6”  liners  will  make  excellent  plants  to  pot  up  and 
grow  for  another  seasons’  sale.  The  cost  is  very  little 
and  you  will  have  some  real  nice  plants  to  offer  your 
customers  in  less  than  a  year.

Mauve  Beauty — Slow  compact  grower  with  light  lilac 
flowers  which  cover  entire  plant  and  make  excellent 
show  in  pots. 

Salmon  Beauty — Compact  grower  with  large  size  hose 
in  hose  flowers  of  salmon  color.  Very  showy  plant 
and  an  excellent  variety  for  pot  culture. 

Salmon  Queen — Larger  size  flowers  than  above,  but 
single  and  lighter  in  coloring.  This  is  real  good  kind 
and  very  popular  as  pot  plant. 

Snow — Pure  white  flowers  of  hose  in  hose  type  that 
cover  the  plant.  Has  fairly  large  leaves  with  dark  green 
color.  Very  popular  with  the  florist. 

Sweet  Brier — Very  hardy  and  good  grower.  Flowers  of 
medium  size  and  light  pink,  single. 


Vesuvius — Fast  grower  with  dark  green  leaves.  Large 
size  orange  red  flowers,  single,  but  very  showy.

CAMELLIA  JAPONICA 

We  are  listing  all  our  varieties  by  the  standard  names  they 
are  grown  under  here  in  this  section,  and  where  any 
variety  is  sold  under  more  than  one  name  we  are  list¬ 
ing  other  names  that  we  know  it  is  being  sold  under. 
We  realize  that  good  many  Camellia  names  have  been 
lost  and  others  used,  and  some  names  are  of  course 
not  right,  but  we  guarantee  all  our  plants  to  be  as 
represented,  and  not  mixed  varieties. 

If  given  very  little  attention  Camellias  will  do  well  in  al¬ 
most  entire  lower  South,  and  in  the  colder  climates  if 
taken  in  during  Winter.  They  will  do  best  In  an  acid 
soil  and  if  the  soil  is  heavy  some  little  sand,  together 
with  peat  is  very  beneficial.  For  fertilizer  here,  we 
use  two  parts  cottonseed  meal,  we  prefer  8%  and  one 
part  superphosphate.  We  suggest  that  you  contact 
your  State  Experiment  Station  for  best  information  in 
regard  to  the  soil  condition. 

Our  8-12”  plants  will  make  excellent  liners  for  the  lath 
house  and  we  ship  them  with  small  amount  of  earth 
and  not  heavy  ball.  We  believe  that  you  will  not  find 
any  better  plants  for  this  size  any  place.  Our  3-5” 
liners  are  excellent  plants  for  Spring  shipment  and  we 
suggest  that  you  place  your  order  as  soon  as  you  can 
tell  how  many  you  will  need.

Some  of  these  are  in  3  inch 
pots  and  others  are  in  beds  in  lath  house. 

Alba  Superba — Large  semidouble  pure  white  flower,  large 
petals  with  yellow  stamens  showing  in  the  center. 
Fast  grower  with  large  leaves  of  dull  green. 
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C.  M.  Hovey — Very  large  flowering  type,  same  as  Purple 
Emperor  except  for  white  blotches  near  the  center.  One 
of  the  very  best  in  flowering  as  well  as  growth.  Has 
large  dark  green  leaves. 

Colonel  Firey — Brilliant  crimson  color  and  a  beautiful 
shaped  flower  of  5  to  6  inches  across,  very  double  and 
considered  one  of  the  best  red  Camellias. 

Daikagura — Very  valuable  because  of  it’s  early  blooms 
when  no  other  Camellia  Japonica  is  in  bloom.  Deep 
rose  pink  flowers  that  are  sometimes  streaked  with 
white.
